AGRICULTURAL AID TO KAZAKHS IK SINKIANG — Sinkiang Jih-pao, 11 Mar ^9 

To aid in the placement and to solve the livelihood problem of Kazakhs 
returning from Tsinghai, the Sinkiang Provincial Government will undertake 
the development of agricultural lands In Chen -h si Helen* The amount of 
agricultural production In th*Ls hsien la not sufficient to serve the current 
Influx of Kazakhs who, at this rapid rate, will soon constitute one half the 
population of the entire hsien.

A survey made last year lndioabes two arable sections In Chen-hsl: 

(l) Ta-lu-kou -- There is Irrigation here for 200 Kazakh families, but the 
soil Is barren* It Is also close to the border, making administration 
difficult. (2) Hsu-chou — This is close to the city and the soil is fertile. 
Houses arl structures can be built easily due to convenient access to lumber 
materials. 71 ve kilometers away is a prairie which affords grazing for 
livestock. Two hundred families can be accommodated here. Great benefits 
woruld result from distribution of this land among the Kazakhs. 

Jfcxm Implements, seeds, and other essentials required by the Kazakhs 
will be furnished. last year the Provincial Government released to the 
Hu- lei- ho Helen adalr nitration relief goods -- tea, -ugar, doth, and sheep- 
- for these tribesmen. . These will be supplemented. 

The Ghen-hsl Helen administration will male a thorough examination be- 
fore formulating plans for the apportioning of fawn land, Irrigation, pur- 
chase of tools, and distribution of seeds.
